' .Under Samuel Gompers' leadership the Federation has stood 
steadfastly through the war and since, for the conservative, 
self-respecting, autonomous type of American unionism, and 
against foreign heresies. 


There is no more conservative land in the world today than 


the United States. Any doubter can soon satisfy his mind on 
that score. By the same token, there is nowhere any more 
conservative labor. Americans who think the contrary, and 
shudder at the dreadful "radicalism" of our organized labor, 
"simply do not know what is going on in other countries. 


Radicalism is always comparative. 
The whole world is 


more radical than it was before the war, in the sense that it 
is more disposed to question old customs and principles and 
try something new. But radicalism has found in America its 
least receptive soil, because America is the most prosperous 
and contented of all nations. Most of our so-caled radical lead- 
er-s might be termed old fogies, almost anywhere else.
